So one can Bit in 
g( B er»l eociety, without hearing repealed 
eomplAinUof the proceeditigiof (he cor- 
porate body ; bod yet (her* are hundred* of 
citizen* who hare never taken the trouble 
even tu record tlteir toIm, and it ii (hruc 
men who are generally (lie luudrit in I heir 
complant*. 

I n Cook Ward the candidate* ire Mr 
WiLUim M011, and Mr. John Keilici,

Between theie 
Candidate* there can be no heiilalioi) 
among thoie who know them, and are 
really anxioui to do their duty to lite 
city, Mr. BetvnzN it so imiiieuurably 
superior to hi* opponent, that he ought to 
be elected by a large majority : but from 
local feeling, it ii expected (he cooltH will 
be a •harp one, and that the moat active 
candidate will be successful 

In Bourka Ward, Mr. Driver, mho hai 
been aereral vein in the Council, 
expected Is be re -elected with- 
out opposition, bat on Baturdiy, 
Mr. Wiiuiit MorrtTt wa* put 
in nomination. What peculiar claiaii 
Mr Morn rr hu that h« ihould ouit Mr. 
Diiviawe areata Ion to conaider, in- 
deed our opinion i* (hat putting him for- 
ward in a mere publican '• rifie 10 prevent 
the election from pmtrag over without 
opposition, and consenuently without that 
guuling which has been carried lo mch a 
diueputable eit*al in former years. 

In Briibane Ward, where then ate two 
vacancies, there in only two candidate!.

in Micquarie Ward, Mr. Ocoaal Hill, 
the retiring Councillor, will be re-elected 
without opposition. 

Is Oipp* Ward, Mr. Dt-in. Koair il 
unoppoaed, it it thtrefuf* useles* to aay 
anything respecting him. 

Having Ihui ahuwn the .tale of each 
Ward, we have only (oadd, in conclmiun, 
that vte truat that is thote Wards where then 
i* any con teat every elector will go to 
the poll 1 let 01 have ihe opinion of the 
citizens fairly eapretied, and we *hall 
be unified, w ha- ever may be the 
r*«utt J and let lho»r who do nol vote, re- 
rneuiber that wha-ever may happen, how 
gross soever the conduct of the City Coun- 
cil may be, they have no right to com- 
plain, seeing that they will not lake the 
least trouble lo use that power which the 
Legislature of the colony has confided to 
them ; and llwt they this we in a great 
measure responsible for the evils that 
may accrue from (heir culpable neglect. 

THE RAILWAY MOVEMENT. 
Wi arc glad la perceive that the Railway 
Provisional Committee an making aorn* 
progress. An edrerliiement announces 
that they are ready tu receive application! 
from genii* men WiHiog to undertake the 
survey of Ihe proposed lines to the south- 
ward and westward. The funds nuw at 
their disposal, including the aasitUnce 
promised by the Government, are esti- 
mated, »* understand, at from dZSOQ to 
jtlOOO.the amount of inscriptions Dp the 
country not being exactly known. l itis, 
of couiae, il wholly iniufficiffll lo meet 
the eapesui of a faithtd survey , but Ihe 
Committee are anxious lo employ the 
money, s* far si it will go, in obtaining 
such a preliminary lurrey aa may enable 
their couilituenl* to judge which would 
be Ihe best line, and to etlinate the ex- 
tent uf engineering difficulties that would 
have (o be contended with. 

We see that another move has also been 
made by (he branch Cum in it lee at Farm.- 
malU, though we can scarcely think it a 
mora in the right direction. One of 
their malaliunt, pasaed, it oeemi. Unani- 
mously, *( Iheir meeting of Monday last, 
declares " that it is not expedient that the 
people of Parramatta should subscribe, bo 
•ay survey for a line of railroad tat 
Quulburu or ilsewhere, unlets with a 
perfect understanding and pltilye that the 
line i* to pa** through the lowtt of Farra- 
nialla." 

Toil resolution must surely have been 
adopted without due eon tide rati on. By 
whom could such a pledge, be given 1 
Assuredly by none but the assembled 
shareholders of the Company with whose 
capital the railway was lo be constructed. 
But no such Company exists. And for 
the Provisional Committee, or even the 
public meeting to which they sr* to re- 
port, to make any pledge intended to be 
binding upon the parties who may here- 
after form Ihtrnselvfi into a Company, 
would be trot only presumptuous, but 
absurd. Such an attempt to dictate to 
the proprietary bow they should apply 
their own money, wonld be met with the 
contempt it would so richly deserve. 

The Pii rami It* gentlemen must hare 
lot! sight of the object for which tbt Pro- 
visional Committee was appointed. Had 
they referred tu the published proceed- 
ings ol the public meeting held in Syd- 
ney on the 6th of August, they would 
have seen the titter impracticability of the 
course they bare proposed. The resolu- 
tion* re baling to the mrvey were As fol- 
low:— 

" t hat a subscription be now entered inlu 
for defraying, the expenses of a surrey of the 
tout hern and western lines, extending rrom 
Sydney to Goal barn, and lo ibe Hswkei- 
bury and Nepeau. Rivers reapac lively. 

" That a I'toF uwnal Comujjt l« be now 



ippointed. for th* purpose of collecting 
subscriptions for a iuney, and causing 
■uch survey lo be made whenever tbey 
shall deem the amount subsaribed suffi- 
cient to meet the necessary expense j and 
that they du report to a Public Meeting (o 
be hereafter held." 

The powers of the Committee are heie 
clearly lestrictrd to the collecting of sub- 
scripliont, causing a survey lo be made, 
and reporting to a public meeting. They 
have no power lo determine what lines 
shall lit ultimately adopted ; and for this 
very sufficient reason, tbat the public 
meeting itself bad no such power , and 
what it did not itself possess, it could 
hardly delegate lo olhtrs. All the Com- 
mittee can do, ia to employ competent 
persons to examine ihe country between 
tht intended termini, leaving those per- 
sons tu form their own unbiassed judg- 
ment, rounded upon actual inspection, 
and upon a deliberate consideration 
of all circumstances, as to which 
line presents Ihe leiat amount of 
difficulty, and promises ihe greatest 
amount of advantage. And if, on 
receiving the reports or survey, the 
Comwiilee shall have reason lo think 
(hey line been drawn up with the 
re.; uistle care and impartiality, their only 
remaining duty will be lo call 1 public 
meeting, and report what they have done. 
And then, what can Ihe public meeting 
do ' Il can only do oue of two things 
either form itself into a Company, 
and, at <«r*, determine upon what line 
its capital shall be embarked ; or, pass a 
declaratory resolution as lo the lint it 
Would rrctmmriul. 

The Parramatta Committee must per- 
ceive, then, that any such pledge as they 
stipulate for is utterly oul of Ihe question. 
They will perceive, too, on reflection, that 
were all ihe town* and districts between 
the termini to act in the same spirit, there 
would be. an end either loall chance of a 
subscription, or to all possibi lily of in en- 
lightened, honest, iosdjWf lurrey. The 
only rational view, ai it leemito os, under 
which the in habit a rit. of the intermediate 
country can come forward witb contri- 
bution to lhl mrvey fund, is thil— that 
Withoqt a survey there can be no railway 
al all , that wilb • survey, there will be 
at least s possibility or the line passing 
through their localities ; but that, pass 
where ihey may, railways will be of such 
immense advantage to the colony, thai it 
is lu the intereil of all iiArtiei having a 
•take in the colonial welfare to promote 
their introduction.
